The question of the removal of

Empire wrould causa bhtcr compe­ 
tition for the city, which is con­ 
sidered the most coveted of any 
in the world. 
The French point of view

At the age of 16 she appeared in 
the Academy of Music, New' York.

She was at the 
height of her career,

the musical sensation of Hie win­ 
ter. 
The following year she sang 
at the newly opened 
Metropolitan 
opera house. 
Her guaranteed sal­ 
ary was $5,000 a night—and it was 
paid, for Mine. Patti invariably re­ 
fused to appear 
until

was in her possession. 
Mine. Patti held the record as a 
box office star in operatic circles 
When she appeared at a matinee 
conceit in Mechanic’s Hall in Bos­ 
ton in 1888. she faced an audience 
which had paid $18,900 to liear lier.

Eagle River. Mich., Sept. 
27.— 
To cheat the “graveyard” of Lake 
Superior of further victims 
after 
taking toll of great lakes shipping 
for nearly a century, the Coifed 
Slates government has just 
corn- 
pieced construction of a light sta* i 
lion as an aid to 
inarinesrs 
lite J 
miles east of this point. 
This new beacon will wain all! 
shipping from the dangerous Saw­ 
tooth reef, which parallels Kewee­ 
naw point for many miles at a dis­ 
tance from a few feet to three or 
more miles from 
shore 
and 
on 
which lie the bones and jettisoned 
carcass of scores of steam ers and 
sailing vessels. 
Millions of dollars in boat losses t 
and dozens of deaths of sailors and 
passengers are laid 
to 
Sawtooth 
reef, which is wholly concealed be­ 
neath the steel blue waters of Lake 
Superior. 
The new beacon is said 
to be one of the most important , 
aids to navigation established on I 
the Great Lakes in twenty years 
j 
Thousands of tons of iron 
ore 
have been thrown into the 
lake j 
from ships that h a \e stranded or . 
been storm driven onto the r e e f ; 
and some mariners have maintain 
ed that its presence there causes i 
.serious deflection in the compass . 
of a ship approaching that vicinity, j 
In fact more than one wreck on , 
Sawtooth has been laid to 
this j 
circumstance. 
Many sailing vessels aud several 
wooden steamers of the pioneers I 
of upper lake navigation came to 
g r i e f on Sawtooth while attempt- I 
ins to round Keweenaw 
point, 
which extends 50 miles out Into 
Lake Superior. 
Of late years doz- i 
ens of the largest ore carriers h a v e ! 
stranded or been wrecked
